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MORE AMATEUR 
VOICE FREQS. 

FCC issued a Report and 
Order in Docket 19162, basically 
dealing with expansion of voice 
bands. In most respects, the 
decisions follow the course 
strongly hinted at in W4BW’s 
several addresses to amateur 
groups. 

As to expansion, there will be 
25 kHz more on 75 meters (down 
to 3775) and 50 more on 40 
meters (down to 7150). No 
expansion on 20, 15, or 10. No 
change in the 25 ke. cw 
segments for Extra. 

Voice sub-bands available 
exclusively to Extras will be 
3775-3800 and 21, 250-21, 270 kHz. 
Voice sub-bands available to 
Advanced (and of course Ex- 
tra) will be 3800-3890, 7150-7225, 
14,200-14,275, 21,270-21,350 kHz, 
and 50.0-50.1 MHz. 

"Novices stay at 3700-3750 
(which is going to be a sore spot 
with Canadians), move to 7100- 
7150, and at 15 meters get cut 50 
to 21,100-21,200 kKHz.; they lose 
145-147 MHz privileges entirely, 
but will get 28.1-28.2, of course 
cw only. The requirement for 
crystal control, however, is to 
be deleted. 

The effective date of all this is 
November 22, 1972.

backwards. 


It seems like ten meter repeaters are to be disallowed thereby 


cutting down on the use of ten. 


In the last disaster we saw the use that was made of the 6 and 2 
meter repeaters, now there are clubs, Philmont is one which was 
building up a sizeable ten meter net. We were finding out what we 
could do, and of course W3QQH was ironing out all the bugs. The 
next step would have made our repeater really worthwhile. This 
the club members could do because most all members have mobile 
equipment for this type of operation. 

Now as I see it, this ruling will just about kill 10 meter mobile 
operation and you know what will happen when any band or part 
thereof gets little or no use. So instead of spreading the repeaters 
they now will be more concentrated. 

We have in the past used the upper part of ten meters in Civil 
Defense operations and the introduction of a repeater would in- 


crease the efficiency of the net. 


Advancing the state of the art is the name of the game. I certainly 


don’t think this is the way to doit.

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THAT EYEBANK 
MATTER 

FCC has also adopted a 
decision in Docket 19245 usually 
referred to as the ‘‘Eyebank 
Matter’’; the Public Notice is 
attached. We understand that 
there is to be a definition — for 
the first time anywhere! — of 
third-party traffic and of 
emergency communications; a 
modification of Section 97.39 so 
as to omit the words “‘nor for its 
use’’; a new rules section on 
third party traffic making more 
emphatic the _ prohibition 
against pecuniary interest; and 
a new rules section prohibiting 
the use of amateur radio in 
connection with illegal acts. The 
effective date is December 1. 

The same public notice 
contains a bit of a bombshell 
concerning W1AW operations: 
“The provisions of Sections 
97.114 (b) and 97.112 prohibit the 
American Radio Relay 
League’s long-standing practice 
of providing compensation to 
the control operators of Station 
W1AW .’ However, the 
Commission goes on to issue a 
waiver so that the service can 
continue and to propose some 
new rules to provide for this 
type of operation. 

FCC also asks for comments 
on the usefulness of new Section 
97.103 (b) (3), which requires 
that an amateur radio station 
log include a notation of third 
party messages sent or 
received. Comments may be 
filed until December 20 and 
reply comments by January 3. 

Third-party communications 
between the U.S. and the 
Federal Republic of Germany 
related only to the exchange of 
technical data concerning 
Oscar 6 are permitted now and 
throughout its orbit period.

Requirements for the 
Amateur Extra Class radiotele- 
graph operator license have 
been modified by the FCC to 
reduce the waiting period called 
for beforeapplyingfor a license 
and to exempt qualified ap- 
plicants who have previously 
passed a Morse Code test from 
repeating the exam (Docket 
19163). 

The Commission action 
amends Part 97 of the rules. It 
follows release of a rule making 
notice, prompted by petitions 
from the American Radio Relay 
League and William K. Smith. 

The rule changes reduce from 
two years to one year the 
waiting period required of 
amateur license holders before 
they may upgrade their licenses 
to the Extra Class. The changes 
provide that Advanced Class 
licensees, who formerly held 
the Extra First Class license 
and have remained con- 
tinuously licensed, may be 
credited with having passed the 
Morse Code exam required for 
the Extra Class license. Former 


Extra Class licensees have 
passed a Morse exam of 20 
words per minute. 

The modified rules also 
permit holders of a valid First 
Class commercial radiotele- 
graph operator license, or any 
commercial radiotelegraph 
operator license containing 
aeronautical radiotelegraph 
endorsement, to be credited 
with having passed the Morse 
test. 

The Commission denied a 
number of additional proposals, 
including four separate 
petitions asking that the Extra 
Class license be issued to 
holders of the General or Ad- 
vanced Class license on the 
basis of license tenure or the 
licensee’s age. 

The rule changes are ef- 
fective October 27, 1972.

include: in a populous State if 
enough frequencies would be 
available to handle a large 
volume of traffic, especially if 
repeaters are employed. How 
many extra relays will be 
necessary if the HF traffic 
agent has only say 6 meter 
capability. What happens where 
the area traffic is destined for 
cannot copy a particular HF 
agent. Is it fair to task the HF 
traffic agents with mailing 
unrelayable messages in large 
volumes, perhaps, where in the 
present system they can be 
spread around. How many 
relays will be necessary to get a 
message from a HF agent in 
Miami to its destination in 
Panama City, via VHF. 

Who’s feelings do you hurt 
when all the HF agents slots are 
filled and you still have several 
HF people left over. Is a region 
net still necessary, or could you 
make all the HF people TCON 
agents releasing a frequency 
and cutting down by at least 
one, the number of relays 
needed to speed the message 
toward its destination. This 
would add few extra trans- 
missions to TCON except 
checkins and out. You would 
have a maximum of 50 stations 
on at any one time. 

Of course, VHFers are a 
stalwart bunch and will handle 
their part with no problems, 
I m sure. They will be over- 
joyed with the prospect of added 
traffic.
